FOR EMIGRANTS 
IS SERIES OF ?’S 


Get as Many Labels as 
a Steamer Trunk. 


The following article is one of a 
series by Miss Genevieve Forbes, a 
member of The Tribune staff, who 
has just returned to America, pass- 
ing through Ellis island as an Irish 
immigrant girl. Miss Forbes had 
some temarkable experiences in Ire- 
land and in the steerage before she 
ran the gantlet of all the terrors of 
this great American gateway to the 
United States. She is disclosing 
what she and her fellow immigrants 
endured to enter this country. Miss 
Forbes’ experiences bear out fully 
the charges made against Ellis 
island. The fifth article of the series 


follows:

A rolling stone may gather almost 
no moss; but it certainly accumulates 
the maximum amount of official papers 
and documents, all marked “im- 
portant.” 

By the time I reach the office of the 
American consulate at Dublin, antici- 
pation has ceased to hold any charm. 
Each new office entered means a new 
stipulation hurled at me, until the 
whole world, officially, seems to be say- 
ing, “I dare you to get out of this 
country.” 

True to expectation, the secretary is 
most discouraging. “ Have you your 
passport?” “ What about your vaccina- 
tion certificate?” ‘“ Photographs, six 
of them?” At last, disgruntled because 
she can find no way of detaining me, 
she hastens to inform me that it Is 
difficult to get passage on steamers the 
first of the month. This, she explains, 
is due to the fact that all immigrants 
try ‘to get over before their national 


quota is exhausted. I am siill de- 


termined, so she turns me over to the 
consul. 


An Efficient Yankee Consul. | 
“If this be America, make the most 
of it,’’ I am thinking, for the consul 
is the most reassuring, kindly, in- 
formative official I have met during 
the journey. With a casual efficiency 
that accomplishes without terrifying, 
he and his assistants get the neces- 
sary information, visé the passport, 
and require a payment of $10. This is 
a lot of money, but I am on my way 
to America, where everybody is rich, 
or going to be. Perhaps that’s why 
it costs us $10 at the American con- 
sulate, about 40 cents at the British. 

But I had a genuine good time and I 
depart happy. The crowd of us rush 
downstairs—an immigrant, once she 
has the necessary signature, never tar- 
ries long for fear it will be taken away 
—past the Broadway café, which makes 
us think of America, and down to the 
steamship office. 

We are to learn later just how much 
we should have appreciated this con- 
sulate, when we have heard tales of 
inefficiencies, inaccuracies, and harsh 
treatments which other immigrants 
have suffered at the hands of Ameri- 
can consuls at other ports. 


Third Class Means Steerage. 

From there I hasten to the steam- 
ship office.

JOHN’S AMATEUR 
LIKKER PROVES 


John Walker, 38 years old, of 22 
West Illinois street, and his wife were 
arrested last night by the East Chicago 
avenue police, who incidentally seized 
a huge moonshine still.

Coal Problem Most Serious. 

Some of, the larger plants, princi- 
pally the steel mills in the Calumet 
district, may not be able to ship out 
their products as fast as they are 
manufactured, but in that event, and 
because the mills are operating at a 
minimum, the products will be stored 
until such a time as the roads are

The question of coal is said to be the 
most vital factor facing the manufac- 
turers in the event of a strike. A re- 
cent report of the Chicago Association. 
of Commerce showed there is a gen- 
eral tendency on the part of indus- 
trial plants, as well as private owners, 
to wait a lower price in coal, the re- 
sult being that there is little private- 
ly owned coal in the city. 

Manufacturers, however, have been 
urged to lay in a stock sufficient to run 
them for several months, and the next 
fifteen days should see a great influx 
of coal. 

“No Occasion for Alarm.” 

“I don’t think there is any particu- 
lar occasion for alarm over the situa- 
tion,” said John W. O'Leary, former 
president of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. “ The factories will be able 
to get along. There may be some con- 
fusion for the first couple of days and 
there may be a temporary curtailment 
of production until things clear up, but 
after that the factories will be able to 
go ahead. Most of them have been 
working small forces, and there will be 
few who will not be able to maintain 
those forces.”

N THE event of a tieup of rail trans- 
portation, Chicago faces no period 
of starvation from lack of food. A 
fleet of motor trucks, between 1,000 

and 2,500 in number, can be mobilized 
on a moment's notice to keep the city 
supplied with milk and provisions fresh 
from the neighboring countryside. 
“The public has no cause to fear on 
that score,” said John A. Muldoon, 
president of the Motor Transportation 
company, 1201 West Lake street. Mr. 
Muldoon’s company has a squadron ot, 
seventy-five trucks ready to carry pro- 
visions to the city if it finds itself in a 
state of siege. “ We can beat the rail- 
roads as regards price,” he said, “as 
delivery by truck means only one load- 
ing and unloading. The milk situation 
will be taken care of first, then the 
others in their relative importance. We 
will try to take care of as many manu- 
facturers as possible, _ by delivering 
their goods.”

NAVAL QUIZ 


Norfolk, Va., Oct. 16.—[Special.J— 


Congress this week will receive a 
strong protest from naval aviators who 
have served America since the war, 
many of whom have been notified that 
they had failed to pass an examina- 
tion held last May and would either be 
reduced in rank, with a corresponding 


reduction in salary, or dismissed from 


the service. 

More than 385 men, comprising the 
entire ndval reserve aviation force, are 
affected: by the order. Out of sixty 
men at the Hampton Roads naval base

amination and none of them will re- 
tain their present commission as lieu- 
tenants. 

The aviators claim they have been 


badly treated by the aviation officials 


of the navy department. They say 
they were required to stand an exam- 
ination on mattera that had no bear- 
ing on their business—flying.

MEET YOUTH—Nee PUBERTY. 
Sir: People are prone to judge me in the light 
of what I say, when, if they would only stop to 


filter for the mouth and pharynx. 


It is not to be wondered at that many 
persons are trying to find some way out 
other than by the removal route. Young 
babies sometimes develop large tonsils 
and adenoids and the question what to do 
becomes still more difficult. 

It has been suggested that the tonsils 
be emptied by suction, and there afe suc- 
tion pumps for this purpose on the mar- 
ket. The act of sucking out the crypts 
produces a temporary increased flow of 
blood and that helps. It has been sug- 
gested that the tonsils be massaged with 
the end of a spoon handle. The objec- 
tion to both of these procedures is that 
few throats are insensitive enough to 
stand much manipulation. 

Finally it has been suggested that the 
tonsils be reduced by X-rays. There is 
no question as to the efficacy of this 
method. X-rays have a way of picking 
out just the kind of ‘tissue tonsils are 
composed of and shriveling it up. The 
basic difficulty in using X-rays to shrivel 
‘tonsils is to keep from overdoing it. 

Dr. H. A. Osgood has attempted to 
evaluate the X-ray as a method of treat- 
ing enlarged tonsils. He says in prac- 
tically every case the tonsils can be re- 
duced to a size desired by the use of 
X-rays. Since some lymph gland tissue 
in the tonsil region is advisable the 
X-rays should not be used to remove it 
all. Three to four treatments given at 
intervals of two to three weeks will 
suffice for most cases. 

Six to nine weeks after the last treat- 
ment the tonsil will be found of proper 
size and appearance. So much for the 
favorable side. What's against it? 

The dose must be small. A dose which 


I take the liberty of submitting my orig- 
inal remedy to J. R. H. to stop mouth 
breathing at night, or ‘jaw dropping,’ 
as the letter expresses it, Fof the last 
three years I have kept supplied with 
adhesive transparent mending tape, 
which comes on a little handy spool. 
Every night I tear off a piece an inch 
and a quarter long and a little over a 
quarter of an inch wide, moisten it suf- 
ficiently on both ends, and apply it per- 
pendicularly over the mouth while the 
mouth is held in a perfectly normal, 
closed, comfortable position. When I 
have a cold I use a plece the full width, 
five-eighths of an inch, though the same 
length. This has proved to me the most 
satisfactory, method I have ever tried. 
It eliminates snoring, noisy breathing, 
but, most of all, the bad tasting or dry 
mouth in the morning. It is not uncom- 
fortable and does not prevent talking, 
although the less the lips are moved 
afte: applying the more certainty of its 
remaining on throughout the night.” 


LESSON IN BABY FEEDING. 
Mrs. J. J. K. writes: “ Kindly pre- 
scribe a diet for an 8 months old baby 
who is teething. She is a bottle fed 
baby, being fed on grade A milk and 
dextri-maltose. At present she is being 
fed cereal and zwieback together with 
seven ounces of milk every three hours.” 
REPLY. 

- Feed her every four hours, or five times 
between 6 in the morning and 10 at night. 
Of course, you are properly diluting the milk? 
As she gets older lessen and finally drop 
the sugar in the milk and give more bread 
and cereal. In addition to the foods now 
given, you can give her a little finely mashed 
spinach or carrots, some soup and fruit 

juice, or strained canned tomato juice. 


FRIEND OF THE PEOPLE 


Forbea, on conditions prevailing at Ellis 
island, reminds me of the indignities 
which my wife, myself, who are Ameri- 
can citizens, and hundreds of others 
were subjected ‘to in Rotterdam last 
February, while returning to the United 
States. We procured second cabin tick- 
ets and after arriving in Rotterdam h&d 
to be vaccinated; steerage and second 
cabin passengers, men and women, all 
herded together in one room. Several 
men deemed it necessary to expose their 
whole upper body ifrfull view of every- 
body, while the women were made to 
bare their arms up to the shoulder, 1 
protested, but was told that they had 
orders from the American state depart- 
ment to do this. \ 

After that, about four hours before 
we boarded the boat, we had to have 
our eyes, hair, fingers, etc., examined, 
which was done in the steerage quarters 
of the steamship line and\there the doc- 
tors in charge of this wotk were doing 
the very thing they so strongly decry. 
They went through my wife’s hair and 
around the eyes right after they did the 
Same thing to a not altogetner clean 
looking woman from some of the Bal- 
kan states, never thinking of washing 
their hands. I protested more strongly 
to this insult than I did before and again 
was told that they acted on orders from 
our state department and that these 
examinations were partly carried out 
by American doctors. , 
/ After insult was heaped upon jnjury, 
we noticed that first class passengers 
began to arrive and without being mo- 
lested in any way [save passport con- 
trol] they boarded the steamer. There 
seems to be a deep chasm between the 
American people and their officials, for 
women could not have been subjected 
to greater indignities at the hands ef 
the natives of Sumatra than they were 
at the hands of those so called “ doc-

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HIGHWAY BILL 
MAY SOON MEAN 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 16—[Spe- 
cial.]—Funds making possible the em- 
ployment of from 300,000 to 350,000 
men for one road building season are 
appropriated by the federal highway 
bill, at present in conference and ex- 
pected to pass congress within the 
next few days. 

The bill, agreed on by the conferees, 
tarries a $76,000,000 appropriation, of 
which $25,000,000 is to be available for 
distribution among the states as feder- 
al aid in road construction when the 
bill becomes law and $50,000,000 six 
months later. In addition, $5,000,000 is 
to be immediately available for nation- 
al forest roads and $10,000,000 more on 
July 1, 1922. 


Roads Bureau to Govern. 


The federal aid appropriation will 
be distributed and administered under 
the supervision of the bureau of public 
roads, department of agriculture. 

This federal money is to be matched 
by funds under the direct control of | 
the state highway departments. 
When so matched—and in many cases 
the states have taken action and are 
awaiting the availability of the gov- 
ernment appropriation—it is estimated 
that it will make possible road work 
which will give employment to from 
300,000 to 350,000 men for six months. 


States Must Go Fifty-Fifty. 

To get the benefit of federal road 
building funds each state must appro- 
priate at least as much money as is 
alloted to it by the federal government, 
with the exception of a few states 
having unoccupied public land to the 
extent of more than 5 per cent of the 
state’s area. No money controlled in 
any way by county or local officials 
can be used to match federal funds. 

Some states have not had state con- 
trolled funds heretofore and have been 
matching federa] aid money under the 
pervious law by using county or local 
funds derived from bond issues or the

Claims Plan Would Save 
* $6,000,000 a Year. 


Unless Mayor Thompson and his de- 
partment heads bar the way, it is with- 
in the power of the city council to save 
the taxpayers ‘ between $6,000,000 and 
$8,000,000,” Ald. Guy Guernsey, mem- 
ber of the council finance committee, 
which will soon begin work on the 
1922 city budget, asserted yesterday. 

Ald. Guernsey made public a tabula- 
tion of the city’s expenditures and in- 
debtedness since 1911 showing, ‘*where 
the, city ig drifting financially.” He 
declared that it is time for the city 
to follow the example of private corpo- 
rations, taking note of the spirit of the 
times, effecting economies and re- 
trenchments, and curtailing expe 


Says Plan Would Lower Taxes. 


Such a program would put the city 
on a sound financial basis and create a 
surplus in the treasury to be used for 
permanent improvements or to reduce 
taxes, he said. | 

In support of his advice, Ald. Guern- 
sey pointed out that under Mayor 
Thompson's administration annual ex- 
penditures have jumped from about 
$30,000,000 to more than $50,000,000 
and that the city’s gross funded indebt- 
edness has climbed from $30,000,000 to 
more than $51,000,000. 

“The city council will do its part if 
the city administration does not stand 
out, as in years past, for bigger appro- 
priations than those of the year be- 
fore,” Ald. Guernsey said. 

“The council can easily put a bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger of 
$6,000,000 or $8,000,000 if the adminis- 
tration will do its part.” 

Revenue Estimate High. 

The estimate of the 1922 revenue, on 
which the budget will be based, is ex- 
pected to be the largest in the city’s 
history because of expected increases 
in miscellaneous and tax revenues.

Four Artists in 
Three Events Are

HREE musical events yesterday 

afternoon were fairly compre- 

hensive in their scope, since they 

presented a pianist, two singers, 

and a violinist. in varyeng degrees of 
proficiency. 

Harold Bauer of vivid face and vivid 
joy in music of the piano was at the 
Playhouse in what was announced as 
his only recital of the season, though 
he is billed to appear jointly with the 
cellist, Pablo Casals, as a later date. 
Knowing about as much as there is 
to know concerning piano music, he 
is continually digging intowdd corners 
of his library to try to find something 
new to put on his programs. 

A Bach Toccata for harpsichord 
takes his fagcy. He straightway trans* 
lates it info terms of the plano and 
plays it. Something reminds him that 
Schubert wrote a lot of piano music 
that is seldom heard. That composer’s 
sonata in B flat is promptly given an 
honored place on the’ program. 

The average pianist would be taking 
a chance in doing this, but Bauer’s 
joy in the music is great, and as noth- 
ing in plano technique is an obstacle 
to him in the way of projecting an idea 
or an emotion in a skilled and finished 
manner, the joy of the audience is 
equally pronounced. 

A newcoming mezzo-soprano, Ellen 
Leufstedt-Danielson, appeared at Kim- 
ball hall. Having come to this coun- 
try from Sweden only a month ago, her 
program was sung in Swedish, and was 
in great part made up from the com- 
posers of that land. Her voice is of 
large dimensions and showed up best 
in compositions of a heroic nature. 

Joseph Winogradoff was declared on 
the sick list yesterday, consequently 
the program at the Auditorium was 
carried through by his associates, the 
violinist, Mishel Piastro, and the con- 
tralto, Sophie Braslau. 

Piastro would seem to prefer music 
with much gymnastic display init. He 
has a good, warm tone as long as he 
observes his own technical speed limit. 
When he exceeds it, he is frequently ! 
danger of skidding from the center 
the pitch. However, he was lavishly 


applauded. 


Miss Braslau also has her personal 
preference in music, but hers is for 
gloom, the duskier the better. For 
several years I have attended her ap- 
pearances here, hoping that her voice, 


-as gorgeous a one as there is on the 


stage today, would be thheard in some- 
thing cheerful. Up to date, and includ- 
ing yesterday, I have not heard it. 
Rather a pity, because she could do so 
much if she would vary her manner.

In the economic history of the Unit- 

ed States the last eighteen months 
‘will be known as the “ great deflation 
period.” The causes and effects of the 
"immense decline in prices are myriad, 
but in all the effort to bring the ceun- 
try’s economic situation back to some- 


thing approaching “normalcy” the 
cost ,of living has been a paramount 


factor. 


In all the industrial ‘controversies over 
deflation of wages the cost of living fea- 
ture has taken foremost place. This is 
rightly so, inasmuch as true wages con- 
sists of the degree of comfort in living 
which the worker and his family derive 


from his labor. Curiously-enough, how- 
ever, this principle of true wages is not 
commonly appreciated by the average 

Wage earner, who rather is inclined to 

place too great importance in money 

wages. 
Problem of Wages vs. Prices. 

If wages are doubled and the cost of 
living increases 100 per cent, it is ob- 
vious the real condition of the worker 
would remain about the same. But it is 
the complaint of workers that in a pe- 
riod of inflation prices tend to rise faster 
than wages and they are beginning to 
realize that periods of high wages do 
not necessarily mean real prosperity. 
Similarly, many economists maintain 
that the country is most truly prosper- 
ous when wages are comparatively low 
andthe cost of living similarly is low. 

There is truth in this reasoning, and 
one of the largest factors is too com- 
monly ignored. This is the cost of capi- 
tal. Capital or credit is the life blood of 
industry. It is the means by which the 
employer pays wages daily, weekly, or 
monthly eto his workmen, although the 
products of their labor may not be dis- 
posed of and the employer be reimbursed 
for a considerable period thereafter. 

How They Figure on Interest. 

But capital or credit has its price, 
which is a facter in the price of thé con- 
sumed article. If a farmer or tradesman 
or manufacturer borrows money to 
finance his business he must pay fnterest, 
and he figures such a charge as a part 
of the cost of production. If he finances 
his ®usiness with his own money he still 
figures that such money is entitled to} 


just as it would earn interest if he loaned 
ft to another. 7 | 

Tet us say that the total business of 
the United States aggregates $100,000,- 
000,000 a year. - A considerable portion 
of this business will be done on credit er 
with borrowed capital. Suppose we say 


of this credit at 6% per cent interest 
would be $1,300,000,000. This is a charge 
against the business and figures in the 
price of the commodities represented. 


’ Effect of Drastic Cut. 


Now let us suypose that prices “and 
Wages were cut in half. The business of 
the country would be of the same vol- 
ume but its money value would be only 
$50,000,000,000.. But the credit necessary 
to carry this busiffess would be only half 
and the price of that credit would drop 
to $650,000,006. In fact, it probably would | 


with less demand for capital there would 
be greater competition among lenders 
and the price of.credit, or interest, would 
fall. 

Thus in periods of inflation there is an 
economic toll in prices-which represents 
neither higher wages to the worker nor 
larger profits to the employer. This is 
one of the reasons why commodity prices, 
and therefore the cost of living, advance 
faster than wages in periods of inflation. 
It is one of the reasons why the worker 
does not receive as much real wages, 
which is what he actually gets in living 
necessities and comforts, even though 
his money wages be increased. Practi- 
cally he is really.paying a toll on his own 
advance in money wages, inasmuch as 
such higher wages increase the amount 
of credit the employer must have and the 
price he must pay for such credit. 

It is on this theory that economists rea- 
son that the cost of living is relatively 
lower when money wages are low than 
when wages are high, wherefore it re- 
sults that the worker receives more real 
wages for his labor and is more truly 


prosperous.

GETS-REAL TEST 


New York, Oct. 16—{Spectal.]—we

Trade Resumes Slowly. 


‘But the ae is very slow: so is 
the resumption of trade activity, and the 
uncertain movement of the stock ex- 
change, since its first reflection of the 
improved conditions by the vigorous re- 
covery of September, indicates the un- 
ceftainties which still prevail. The mar- 
kets are learning the familiar lesson that 


recuperation from a Prolonged and vio- 
lent period of forced liquidation must be 
gradual and tentative. 

They are learning two other things: 
First, that the consuming Public is not 
yet teady.to pay any great advance over 
recent retail prices—the cotton trade has 
proved this since the Violent rise 
raw material—and, second, 
alsomust share in the recovery, 
not yet done, before our own trade out- 
look clears up. 

The recovery in sterling, very unusual 
for an autumn season, is und btedly a 
sign of promise. But the foreign ex- 
change situation tn other directions jis 
still far from satisfactory. " 


Reckless Printing of German Money. 
The German mark declined last week 
to a figure at which, reckoning on the 
old fashioned basis, the price of gold at 
Berlin was 3,400 or about eleven times 
as high as the highest quotation reached 
in our own inflation Period of the sixties. 
Not the least interesting aspect of this 
Progressive depreciation of Germany’s 
currency has been the obstinate refusal 
of the markets and the German financia] 
authorities td look the facts in the face 
and admit the manifest truth that the 
value of that currency is sinking to- 
ward zero because of the wild reckless- 
ness with which ft is being turned out 
from the German government’s print- 
ing presses, 

_, Last week, for instance, Dr. Kar] Helf- 
ferich, director of the Deutsche bank and 
war time finance minister of the Ger- 

-man empire, entered the controversy. 
The decline in the mark, he admits, is 
Senerally ascribed to “ Speculation,” but 
this is not wholly true, for it is really 
due to “inability to fulfill the terms 
of the reparations requirements.” 


His 1915 Position Recalled. 


Since this is the same. Dr. Helfferich 
who declared to the German reichstag in 
1915 that “we do not desire to increase 
by taxation the heavy burden which the 
war casts on our people’ and that there- 
fore the war expenses would be wholly 
met with bond issues, his opinion on the 
present economic policy of Germany will 
be received with reserve. 

Needless to say, the ascribing of-the 
fall in the mark to “ speculation ” is ri- 
diculous; that is the old obscession of 
insisting that symptoms are causes. It 
la quite undeniable that if Germany had 
‘nO foreign reparations payments to make 
her currency would not be so hopelessly 
depreciated ; but there is surely some rea- 
son for asking how far the German gov- 
ernment’s deliberate policy in making 
these foreign payments has complicated 
the matter. 


Three Ways of Payment. 


_There were three main ways in which 
make such a payment—by exporting 
eld and silver from Germany itself; by 
raising a great foreign loan and trans- 
ferring the proceeds to the beneficiary 
governments, or by raising a large gov- 
errnment loan at home and using the pro- 
ceeds to purchase foreign credit balances 
from German exporters or German hold- 
‘rs of foreign securities. France used 
all three expedients in paying the Prus- 
sian indemnity of 1871. 7 
Germany has not used the first, excer't 
for taking about $20,000,000 gold from the 
Reichsbank to complete the recent $238,- 
900,000 installment.
